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OTHER  VITAL  STATISTICS 
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SALUTARY  CIRCmiSTANCES  OP  TIIS  AREA. 


The  District  is  approximately  50  square  miles  in  area  vrilth  a 20  mile 
coast  line  of  lovely  cliffs  and  beaches.  It  is  divided  into  18  parishes, 
with  a population  of  7,580.  Agriculture  is  the  basic  industry,  mostly 
dairy  farming,  while  catering  for  holiday  makers  plays  a very  important  role 
in  the  life  of  the  community.  Many  of  the  householders  are  engaged  (part-time) 
as  oubi7orkers  in  the  Net  and  Tvd-ne  Industry  based  on  Bridport  Borough, 


The  West  Dorset  Water  Board  took  over  direct  responsibility  of  the 
public  water  supplies  in  the  District  on  1st.  April,  1959,  except  the 
supervision  and  completion  of  capital  works  in  course  of  construction  where 
contracts  v/ere  signed  and  let  before  1st,  October,  1958.  The  Council's 
responsibility  therefore  ceased  in  respect  of  public  vra,ter  supplies  at 
Charmouth,  Fishponds  bottom,  Morcombelake,  West  Road,  Shipton  G-orge,  Askersivell 
and  Puncknowle.  Supervision  of  capital  v/orks  in  course  of  construction 
continued,  these  being  as  follows 

(a)  Renewal  of  main  in  Higher  Sea  Lane,  Charmouth,  link  main  between 
Higher  Sea  Lane  and  Lower  Sea  Lane,  and  renewal  and  link  main  at 
Bridge  Road  completed  in  July,  1959  But  still  under  the  maintenance 
clause  of  the  contract  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(b)  Source  works,  reservoir  and  mains  in  the  village  of  Puncknowle, 
practically  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Council  still  retain  responsibility  for  the  water  supplies  to  their 
own  housing  estates  at  Saint  G-abriels  Close,  Morcombelake,  and  Yfell  Plot, 

Loders . 


The  Board  have  not  as  yet  taken  over  the  various  privately  oxmed  piped

Water  Shortage. 

In  January  the  Council  drev;  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  unsatisfactory 
state  of  the  existing  v/ater  supply  at  West  Bexington,  and  urged  them  to  extend 
the  Punoknov/le  T,7ater  supply  scheme  T/hich  was  then  in  hand.  The  Board  produced 
an  alternative  scheme  which  it  V7as  not  able  to  carry  out  during  the  year. 

Severe  shortage  occurred  from  the  early  summer  onwards  and  the  Board  undeirfcook 
to  haul  water  to  Bexington,  The  Pass  Family  Trust  were  unable  to  maintain 
a supply  to  their  village  reseirvoir  at  Y/ootton  Fitzpaine  and  as  a result 
water  was  turned  off  at  night  from  6th,  November,  The  supply  to  the  Council's 
housing  estate,  Morcombelake^  failed  during  August^  and  v;ater  was  hauled  by  the 
West  Dorset  Water  Board  from  August  until  the  end  of  the  year. 

As  regards  Charmouth,  the  Board  were  able  to  complete  arrangements  for  a 
bulk  supply  from  the  East  Devon  Water  Board  and  carried  out  the  necessary  T7orks 
before  the  summer,  vdth  the  result, that  the  shortage  experienced  in  previous 
years  did  not  occur  during  1959. 

Approximately  3,500  persons  take  supplies  from  public  mainS;  1,000 
receive  supplies  from  private  undertakings,  and  the  remaining  3,000  rely 
on  shallow  wells  and  springs  of  doubtful  quality  and  insufficient  quantity.

No  chemical  analyses  were  made  diiring  the  year,  149  visits  were  made  in 
connection  -irith  water  supplies. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  District  is  not  satisfactorily 
sewered  and  crude  sev/age  is  discharged  into  the  nearest  streams  from  the 
villages  through  which  they  flow,  especially  at  Charmouth,  Chideock,  Symondsbury, 
Bradpole,  Puncknowle,  ?7alditch  and  Litton  Cheney.  The  Council  are  very  much 
alive  to  the  problem  and  have  commenced  taking  appropriate  action.  In  1956 
they  completed  the  sewering  of  Shipton  G-orge;  in  1957  Burton  Bradstock;  in 
1959  Puncknowle,  and  in  August  of  the  same  year  the  work  of  sevrering  Charmouth 
v/as  commenced , 


In  October  the  Coiincil  approved  a report  dra^m  up  by  the  sewerage 
sub-committee  which  included  the  follo\7ing  recormaendations  (a)  that  a 
deputation  should  be  sent  to  tlie  IHnistry  submitting  a oonplote  sewerage 
programme  a.nd  asking  for  favourable  grant  aid  to  assist  the  programme  being 
carried  out  in  a properly  phased  plan  over  a number  of  years  and  (b)  that  the 
S\arveyor  prepare  the  necessary  plans,  drawings,  specifications,  costs  etc  for 
schemes  at  Chideock,  Walditch,  and  Burton  Bradstock  (Shipton  Lane)  in  that 
order  of  priority.  The  envisaged  programme  together  with  estimated  costs, 
but  in  no  order  of  priority  is  as  follows

The  essential  design  da.te  in  respect  of  the  Chideock  sewerage  scheme 
\7as  being  collated  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  as  regards  the  Walditch 
sewerage  scheme,  the  Council  have  been  informed  that  the  Bridport  Borough 
Council  are  prepared  to  accept  foul  v/ater  sewerage  but  not  surface  v;ater  into 
tlie  Borough  sewer  from  approximately  80  properties. 


In  December,  1959,  the  Council  proposed  the  formation  of  a Joint 
Sewerage  Committee  and  resolved  that  an  approach  be  made  to  the  Bridport 
Borough  Council  to  ascertain  their  views. 


Jlainteiiance  of  all  sewers  including  disposal  plants  is  regularly  carried 
out  by  the  Coiuicil's  direct  labour  staff. 

Public  Cleansing, 

The  Council  operate  a fortnightly  collection  in  all  parishes  east  of 
and  including  Synondsbui*y,  The  remainder  of  the  District  receives  a monthly 
collection  because  of  the  long  haul  to  the  nearest  tip  at  Shipton  Corge, 
Considerable  efforts  hiave  been  made  to  locate  a suitable  tip  in  the  western 
part  of  the  District  in  order  that  a fortniglitly  collection  might  be  instituted 
there,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  such  a tip  vra.s  acquired  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  western  parishes  will  have  a fortnightly  collection  in  the  early  part 
of  i960. 
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Salvage  v^as  stored  and  sorted  at  the  Mountfield  depot  until  July  when 
a fire  occurred  at  the  depot.  Since  then  all  paper  is  taken  to  the  tips 
and  burned. 

The  question  of  litter  on  higliTrays,  beaches  and  local  beauty  snots, 
is  exercising  the  Council’s  attention  and  a sub-conn;ittee  has  been  appointed 
to  report  on  this  natter.

Spending  holidays  in  caravans  or  tents  is  becoming  more  popxilar 
every  year,  and  the  beautiful  coast  of  this  Rural  District  attracts  large 
numbers  of  campers. 

During  the  year  . 813  caravans  on  lA  sites,  v;ere  Id.censed,  The  number 
of  caravans  on  these  sites,  varies  from  6 to  200,  Under  the  Town  and 
Coimtry  Planning  Act,  Tri.nter  storage  v/as  authorised  for  529  caravans, 
including  2 for  all  the  year  residential  use  by  the  wardens. 

In  addition  to  these  14  sites  there  were  also  licensed 


15  sites  containing  21  carava.ns;  mainly  isolated  individual  sites, 

8 sites  containing  8 caravans;  prior  to  completion  of  house  erection, 

2 sites  containing  5 caravans  used  in  conjunction  \Tith  hotel  business. 


The  19  beach  huts  for  da5^  accupation  at  Seatown,  14  ut  Eypesmouth  and 
13  at  West  Lexington  are  licensed  as  temporary  buildings. 

Public  Contenienoes, 

The  Council  ovm  Public  Conveniences  at  Seatown  and  Charmouth,  the 
cleaning  being  carried  out  by  part-time  caretakers.  The  Council  also  agree 
to  rent  the  convenience  at  the  Hive,  Burton  BraHstock,  and  to  provide  a part-time 
caretaker.  In  October,  a sub-committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  the 
possibility  of  providing  additional  Public  Conveniences  at  Charmouth  and 
Burton  Bradstock,  and  one  at  West  Bexington, 


Schools 


Of  the  14  schools  in  the  area  9 receive  Pasteurised  milk,  and  5 T,T, 
milk;  all  have  piped  t/ater  supplies;  one  has  bucket  closets,  (Bradpole^  which  was 
permanently  closed  during  the  year  and  the  pupils  transferred  to  Bridport 
Ceneral  Primary  School)  one  vd-th  vault  closets,  while  the  remainder  have  water 
closets.

Inspection  of  agricultural  units  tinder  the  Agricultixnal  (Safety,  Health, 
and  Welfare  Provisions)  Act,  195o>  were  comnenced  during  the  year  and  23 
visits  were  made  to  1?  prendses.  No  Notices  v/ere  servedjhut  in  one  case,  the 
requirements  v/ere  complied  with  after  discussion  v/ith  the  ov/ner.

Progress  has  been  continued  in  respect  of  the  Classification  IV  houses, 
(those  reqiiiring  demolition  and  replacement).  During  the  year,  105  final 
inspections  were  carried  out  resulting  in  confirmation  of  the  preliminary 
classifications  or  upgra,dings.  Since  the  preliminary  inspections  were 
completed  in  195^,  the  nuraber  of  Classification  1V  dwellings  in  the  District 
has  been  reduced  by  26  due  to  improvements,  demolition  or  upgradings.  Of 
the  193  d\7ellings  in  the  preliminary  Classifica.tion  IV,  142  final  detailed 
inspections  have  been  carried  out  leaving  to  be  finally  inspected  in 
detail.  During  the  year  56  were  finally  inspected  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  remaining  3I  vd.ll  be  dealt  vd-th  during  the  coming  year.  The  Council 
vd.ll  then  have  a complete  picture  of  the  re-housing  vdiich  may  be  necessary, 
a.nd  a start  can  then  be  made  in  connection  vd.th  the  Class  111  dwellings 
some  of  v/hich  may,  on  final  inspection  bo  re-classified  to  the  demolition 
category.

Apart  fron  Measles,  the  incidence  of  Notifiable  Inf'ectious  Diseases 
was  low,  Of  the  233  cases  notified,  210  v/ere  Measles,  which  occurred  during 
the  first  half  of  the  yca,r  and  were  in  the  oa^stern  half  of  the  District, 

The  Diphtheria  case  ^/as  a wonan  aged  30  years  who  v;orked  in  a London 
Clinic  and  who  developed  the  disease  ^6  hours  after  returning  to  Bridport, 

The  Laboratory  report  stated  "C,  diphtherio.e  (gravis  atypical  type)  isolated", 

T'wo  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified j one^  non-paralytic,  and 
the  other^  pa.ralytic.  The  former,  a v/onan  aged  38  years,  xias  ill  when  she 
cane  to  the  District,  The  paral3rt;ic  case  was  o.  nan  aged  32  years  who  died 
from  the  disea.se. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified. 

Close  co-opera.tion  was  na.intained  with  Head  Teachers  a,nd  School  Nurses 
regarding  the  control  of  Infectious  Diseases  in  scheols,
